The fort faile<l to r^ply. but fired on 
the American troops that were storm- 
la| the Spanish trenchea. The large 
American ships were ordered to cease 
firing after an hour's work owing to 
the failure of the fort to respond. 

The fighting in the trenches was 
most fierce. Fifteen minutes after the 
Spaniards were driTen to the second 
line of defenses they were forced to 
retreat to the wal)e<l city, where, see- 
ing the uselessneas of rt>3i8tance, they 
surrendered, and soon afterward a 
white flag was holated orer Manilla. 

The Belgian oanaul at Manilla. M.

Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 18. — Major 
Miley has returned from Baraooa and 
Sagua de Tanama At the two placea 
there were 1,756 ofBoepa and men sur- 
rendered, 2,321 stands of arms and 
413,000 rounds of ammunition anu ..ve 
Krupp guns, ranging in caliber from 
five inchea doiWB to two Inches. 

Troops were very short of food, but 
15 days' rations were given them by 
Major Miley and a large amount of 
Red Cross supplies landed at tuc game 
time at both places. 

These troops knew nothing whatever 
of tho dastmction of Cervera's fleet, 
the fall of Santiago or any later 
events. They accepted the suuation. 
however, and appeared to be glad uf 
the opportunity of getting home. 

Major Miley states that on the door 
of the commanding officer was posted 
a bulletin purporiinR to be a teleRram 
from the naval cnmmamler at M.i-iii; . 
informing Sagaeta of tiis great victoi y 
over Dewey at Manilla and Sagasta'^ 
thanks to him for tho aamei 

Country In the vicinity of these 
towns in the same condition as that 
here — utterly destroyed and grown yip.

Washington, Aug. 18. — It was learn- 
ed at the war department that the re- 
opening of the cable to Manilla baa 
some oompllcattoaa. Tlia oablo was 
laid by a British company by permis- 
sion of the Spanish government, which 
granted the company a subsidy. When 
Admiral Dewey cut the cable because 
the Spanlah authoritlea would not al- 
low him the use of It, It was sealed up 
at Hongkong by order of the Spanish 
government, and It is claimed that an 
order from the Spanish government 
will be necessary before the company 
will be authorized to reopen it.

Jay L. Torrey, who was severely in- 
jured in the railroad wreck at Tupelo, 
Miss., while en route here wii.i his 
regiment, has almost fully recovered, 
aad took comamnd of his regimsat.

Washington. Aug. IS.<»Tll» 
American commanders at Maalllh, Aa- 
mlral Dewey aad Major Oeneral Mar- 
rltt, united in a Joint dlapateh which 
was received here late Wednesday aft- 
ernoon ashing for instruL't ion.« as to 
the raaaaer of dealing with the vari- 
ous elementa, particularly dha laaur- 
genu, BOW that the city waa occupied 
by the American forces. 

After a conferpmr the White 

House, in which Secretary Alger and 
Acting Secretary Allen participated, 
instructioBa ware seat to tha two 
American eommaaders. The text of 
the request for instructions, and of 
the answer, wa.s not made public, but 
Rcrictary Aljf^r summed up the iB- 
structions as substantially aa follows: 
"Tho iBstraatloBB t» aafimia law 
Bad oraar, ana to treat all law-abiaiag 
citizens allhe." 

Thf lust ructions arp practically the 
same as those sent ta Oeaeral Lawtan. 
The latter ortor apeolfleally statca 
that the insurgente must recognize the 
military occupation and authority of 
the United States, and thr cessation of 
hostilities proclaimed by this govern- 
ment Doubties tha same rule is being 
applied to the insurgente under Agul- 
naldo, although it was not ofllcially 
stated that auch specific oraara were 
made. 

A<Jt !NAI,DO NOT MENTli)NKU 

It is said the JolBt dlapateh from 
Dewey and Merritt did not in tenBB 

refer to Auglnaldo. nor did the in- 
structions mention the insurgent lead- 
er by name. It is well understood, 
howarar, that the desire of t^e Amer- 
ican eonndiaera was to i«va iaatnW' 
tlons on the manner of aOBltBg With 
the large and menacing forces of 1b- 
surgeulA under Aeuiaaldo. who hBTO 
surrounded Manilla for many wetka. 
ana whb tt la thought may or aiay not 
have demanded the right to occupy 
the city with the American forces, as 
the Cuban insurgents did at Santiago. 

It had been thought in some quar- 
ters here that the ahowlng heretofore 
made by the iasurgents would lead to 
their receiving a certain amount of 
reccig^iitiou. In the way of Join* action 
betwet-u the United States forces and 
those of the Inaurgsnts, WlMB UW dtjr 
was occupied. 

But the Inatroctlens sent are based 
on occupation by the XTnited States 
alone, and, as a high administration 
oBciaJ flunmicil up the K^ituation, 
"There shall be no Joint action except 
batwaen Morritt and Dewey. They will 
malntalB law and order and will treat 
Insurgente and Spaniards alike, re- 
quiring an to Obtorra paaoe aad or- 
der." 

Aside from this Joint dispatch the 
only other word reoeived from Manilla 
during the day was In the brief dis- 
pateh from Admiral Dewey announc- 
ing the surrender of the city la.st Sat- 
urday. A detailed dispatch from Oen- 
•ral Merritt was eagerly awaited 
throughout the day, as it waa feared 
that the sharip engageaunt of the land 
forces during the storming of Manilla 
had resulted in some casualties on our 
side. 

No dispatch came from Oeneral Mer- 
ritt up to the elose of office hours ex- 
cept the one in which he Jolud with 
Admiral Dewey in asliins fur instruc- 
tlonti. Secretary Alger ooncludcd from 
this that the casualties could not have 
been heavy, aa he felt sura Oeneral 
Merritt would promptly report uy 
considerable loss. 

It was noted that neither the first 
dispatch of Admiral Drwcy nor the 
Joint dispatob of Dewey and Merritt 
made any roferenoo whatever to the .

It ia now pretty certain that nothing 
will be known as to the movement of the 

Fourth reciment for the next few days, 
or until it is decided by the War Depart- 
ment what disposition ia to b« made of 
the volunteer army. 

A telegram was received by Lieat. Col. 
Murray thiH morning from Col. Colson 
stating that the plans for the reductiou 
of the volunteer army werala a atata of 
formation. 

Washington newspaper dispatches in- 
dicate that those troopaof the aeoond call 
which have not been removed from their 
respective States will Ke the first to be 
mustered out. These circumstances taken 
together have produced a feeling of un- 
easiness in the minds of the men and 
otticers of "The Colson Rifles" that they 
will be mustered out. 

On the other hand, however, there are 
Home gtron;» reasons why it should not 
be, and it is believed that the War De- 
partment's sense of justice will take a 
correct view of the situation and hold the 
regiment in the service. 

Should the regiment be mustered out 
now, it would indeed be a great injustice 
to the officers, many of whom gave up 
gooil positions to fight for their country 
at a time when their servicee were badly 
needed. They have expended sums of 
monev from 9200 to $"00 in buying their 
uniforms and ontflta and paying for the 
transportation of their men here. Now, 
should they be mustered out, they would 
have only a month's salary comiuK. which 
would not near repay them for the 
amount they have actually expended. 

E /ery man of the Fourth regiment is 
anxious to go to the front and see service 
and should they be muatered out now 
they would be disheartened. • • • 

After the presentation of the f\i\nH Tues- 
day the regiment marched down through 
town. There were 1,300 men in line and 
they made a maRniticent showing, the
